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REMARKS

Amendment to the Specification 

The related applications paragraph has been updated to reflect the status of the 
applications cited therein. No new matter has been added. 

Rejection of Claims 1-33 Under Obviousness-Tvpe Double Patenting 

Claims 1-33 are rejected under obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over Claims 1-33 of U.S. Patent No. 6,743,919 B2. Applicants enclose herewith a Terminal 
Disclaimer in which the owner, Synta Pharmaceuticals Corp., of 100 percent interest in the 
present application thereby disclaims, except as provided below, the terminal part of the statutory 
term of any patent granted on the present application, which would extend beyond the expiration 
date of the full statutory term defined in 35 U.S.C.§154 to 156 and 173, as presently shortened by 
any terminal disclaimer, of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,743,919 B2. The owner thereby agrees that 
any patent so granted on the instant appUcation shall be enforceable only for and during such 
period that it and the prior patent are commonly owned. This agreement runs with any patent 
granted on the present application and is binding upon the grantee, its successors or assigns.
